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A LIE DETECTOR FOR EVERYONE? |

It is interesting to hear members of the Upland Police re- 
serves tell about the local demonstration of the “lie detector.” 

“A lie can never be told without the tiny needle in the in- 
tricate machine reflecting a big vibration,” one observer re- 
ported.

Maybe the time will come when “lie detectors” will be 
very common and people in high and low places will be sub- 
jected to them constantly. 

Better still, how fine it would be if everyone in this city, 
state and nation were “lie detector” conscious.
